Atting that the First Battalion of 
eg Royal, Dublin xvusiliers should have 
been stationed at Madras ‘cu the Great 
“War broke out. From the date of its 
foundation in 1644 this Battalion had been 
| associated with “ the history of early 
British dominance in India,” to qudte the 
pregnant expression used by the King in 
bis farewell letter to the regiment. 
w Arcot,”’ “ Plassy,’’ “ Pondicherry —the 
names rash up at once in bold relief from 
their place in the Battalion Colours. in 
1748 Resinger Lawrence had commanded 
the Madras Fusiliers—an early name for 
this great regiment—and when Macaulay 
tells us how “the young captain (Clive) 
was put at the head of two hundred Eng- 
lish soldiers,’ he is not altogether ac- 
curate; for the soldiers in question were 
the “Old Toughs” of the later Mahratta 
wars. The Battalion. won the name of 
“Neéill’s ‘Blue Caps’” during the 
Mutiny, when it was commanded by 
Colonel! James G. 8. Neill. 

On September 23rd, 1914, the Emden 
shelled Madras, when the then First 
Battalion stood to arms—its baptism of 
fire. On Friday, November 13th, it 
marched out of Fort St. George for the 
last time in its history, led by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Rooth, to embark at Bombay. The 
journey to Plymouth was uneventful. The 

ttalion landed on December 21st, takin 
up quarters at Torquay. From here al 
ranks were permitted to proceed on short 
furlough—the jast furlough for most of 
them. Colonel Rooth handed over the 
regimental Colours for safe keeping to the 
Mayor on January 7th, 1915. “Some day 
some of us may come back, I hope, to 
claim these Colouts at your hands, and I 
trust that by then we shall have gathered 
fresh honours to add to their record.’’ 
The honours were verily gathered and the 
banners were claimed in 1919, when, on 
January 16th, a formal presentation took 
place at Berg Gladbach in Germany. The 
austere, soldierly figure of Colonel Rooth 
was not then at the head of the Regiment ; 
for he had been shot dead at the edge of 
the water, on the first day of the landing 
at aay ar i 

The Dublins were posted to the 29th 
Division and stationed at Dymchurch. A 
fine memorial stands to-day at the point 
where the Division uiaadhed past the King 
before leaving for the East. The Regi- 
ment left by the Ausonia on March 16th 
from Avonmouth. It teached Alexandria 
in the early hours of March 29th along 
with its Brigade, the 86th. The “Blue 
Caps’? were now 25 officers stron - 
é]usive of the medical officer and the 
chaplain, Father Finn—and 987 other 
ranks. Together with the 87th Brigade, 
they were practised in embarking and dis- 
embarking-opérations from small boats for 
a few days, leaving on the morning of 
April 9th and arriving at Mudros Harbour, 
Lemnos, on the afternoon of the 11th. 

On Friday, April 23rd, the transports 
left Mudros. Sree man carried 250 
i rounds of ammunition, with three days’ 
rations. The landing at Cape Helles 
took place on Sunday, April 25th. 
Just before the sun rose in a blaze of gold 
four of the. battleships and four cruisers 
opened fire. Three companies of the Dub- 
lins made the attempt in the mine- 
sweepers Newmarket and Clacton. “W”’ 
Company boarded the River Clyde. The 
Turks made no reply to the bombardment, 
and the three companies transhipped with- 
out difficulty from the mine-sweepers into 
boats, forming sig tows, each made up of a 
pinnace and four cutters, and carrying 125 
men apiece. 

Captain Unwin, R.N., had been ordered 
to run the River Clyde hard aground as 
soon as the tows'had landed their first 
party, but actually the ship and the tows 
touched the shore almost at the same 
moment, and it was then that the defence 
showed signs of life. A tornado of fire 
swept boats and shore, decimating the 
Battalion in a few minutes. Those who 
reached land—a mere handful—established 
themselves as best they could under a 
bank which ran along the shore for some 
distance, at a height of from four to five 
feet. “ The River Clyde struck some fifteen 
yards from the shore.

Beach the Battalion passed to Alexandria, 
and thence to Marseilles on the 1 
March, in time for the Battle of the 
Somme. 

The Dublins saw fierce. fighting in 
France, notably at: Ypres, where, in 
October, 1918, Lieutenant-Colonel “Moore 
was killed by shell-fire. The tele- 
gram announcing the armistice arrived 
at 10 a.m. on November i1ith—the 
Battalion then numbered 41 officers 
and 776 other ranks. The German fron- 
tier was crossed on December 5th at 8.50 
a.m., and the Dublins lay that night in 
billets at  Weywertz. Demobilisation 
proceeded apace, and by June 16th, 1919, 
the cadre of the Battalion had arrived at 
Dover. In January, 1920, orders—subse- 

nently cancelled—were issued for Silesia. 
A St. Patrick’s Day photograph taken in 
the same year shows one oificer, Lieu- 
tenant McCann, and 21 other ranks of the 
Gallipoli landing still serving. The dis- 
bandment of the regiment was due, partly 
to the working of the Free State agree- 
ment and oxy to the economies recom- 
mended by the Geddes Commission. On 
May 3ist the Battalion orders announced 
the disbandment, and on June 12th the 
regimental Colours were handed over 
personally to the King in Windsor Palace, 
where they now repose in St. George’s 
Hall.

BELIEF IN CHRIST. 

This book is Dr. Gore’s continuation of 
“ Belief in God.’’ It is an important con- 
tribution, from the orthodox point of view, 
to what Dr. Gore calls “ the reconstruction 
of belief.” This latter phrase is an in- 
dication that the author recognises that 
there is need for restatement of the great 
Christian doctrines, and‘more than restate- 
ment—tthat there is need of rebuilding of 
the house of faith, of the great structural] 
doctrines that are its strength. The pro- 
gress of historical criticism and the de- 
velopments of science have made such 
reconstruction inevitable. 

That Dr. Gore’s effort will satisfy any 
party is not to be expected. The uiltra- 
orthodox will regard him ae having made 
dangerous concessions, and advanced 
modernists will regard him as over-timid. 
All will agree, however, that Dr. Gore is 
a fully competent theologian, that he 
knows the results of modern enquiry and 
the relevant modern knowledge, and that 
he presents, and faces with a good deal 
of frankness, the arguments and facts 
that have rendered reconstruction of 
Christian belief necessary. Moreover, Dr. 
Gore is himself an acute critic of” the 
positions taken up by liberal theologians, 
and his criticisms, as in the case of the 
English modernists, must be met. 

Perhaps, the chief value of these studies 
is not so much in the conclusions. at which 
Dr. Gore arrives # in his admirably clear 
statement of the many questions at issue 
and of the arguments on either side. In 
fact, he furnishes the material which will 
enable readers to form their own jndg- 
ments. He never seeks to impose his own 
views on the reader by authority or by 
appeal to what is “orthodox.”’. The lay 
reader who is interested in . theology, 
whose faith has been disturbed, and who 
wants to know where he stands, could find 
}no better introduction to the subject of 
Christian doctrine in the light of modern 
enquiry. _Certainly he could find few so 
lucid and so free from forbidding techni- 
calities. ; ;

THE ART OF THOMAS HARDY. 
From the pen of Lionel Johnson, who 
died in 1002; there appeared in 1894 “ The 
Art of Thomas Hardy.’’ It was not, how- 
ever, until some years afterwards that Mr. 
Hardy issmed his first volume in verse. 
Since then he has been extremely produc- 
tive, and to-day many affirm that he is our 
greatest living poet. To supply the lack 
which arose in Lionel Johnson’s work the 
seryices of Mr. J. E, Barton were e i 
In his opening chapter Lionel Sateen 
demonstrates how the olden masters merit 
our attention arid respect. “ It is the aim 
of these essays,’”’ he declares, “to show 
that Mr. Hardy is often of the humanists : 
"that he may be of the elassics,”’ 
keenly comprehensive fashion, 
the development in England of the novel, 
which he assumes to be peculiarly Mr. 
Hardy's form. -Conscious of the difficulties 
besetting those who attempt to judge the 
art of contemporaries, he proceeds to dis- 
cuss some fifteen books 
and, owning that 
the main, govern 
awards precedence to.“ The Return of the 
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“ split 
infinitive.’’. The remaining four chapters 
abound in interest. Sobriety and sym- 
pathy influence the author’s discernment 
throughout. His manner is clear and 
methodical, occasionally becoming tre- 
sonant. : 

Mr. Barton denies at the outset that 
the poems are to be considered as some- 
thing temoved from the novels, and he 
concurs in the commendation which has 
been given the poet’s “ under-statement.”’ 
A copy of this dual work, which includes 
two admirable portraits of Thomas Hardy 
and a bibliography of first editions by 
‘Mr John Lane, should reach the hands of 
every student of literature.

THE CHILD AT HOME. 

Lady Cynthia Asguith's charming book 
is a frank plea for a better understanding 
of childhood—its aims, hopes and, above 
bll, perhaps, its fears. These pases as 
the author says, “ wil] be found entirely 
devoid of dogmas on diet, clothing and 
education ”; but her observations under 
such chapter headings as ‘Learning to 
Read,” “A Few Inexpensive Delights,’’ 
“ Visitors,” ¢ are of real value. A 
chapter to be especially recommended to 
the attention of careless or puzzled young 
mothers is entitled “In the Dark.” 
“Surely,’’ the author says, “it is folly to 
make a fetish of a child going to sleep in 
the dark, or to leave him alone with his 
fears. Needless to say, many of the 
acutest terrors are directly inspired by 


grown-up people, generally, let us hope, | 


through stupidity and lack of imagination ; 
but there are criminals who, for purposes 
of control, deliberately play on the nerves 
of children. They govern with threats of 
goblin and ghost, and their wretched 
charges, having ‘ supped full of horrors,’ 
aré sent quivering to bed, there wakefully 
to lie in wretched wonder of a nightmare 
world.” Many a sensitive little one might 
render fervent thanks to. the writer of 
these discerning words.

A BOER DIARY. 

Miss Emily Hobhouse translates the 
diary which Tant’ Alie, of Transvaal, kept 
from 1880 to 1902. The early part of it is 
concerned with the life of the Boer, which 
is portrayed with grim reality. The clos-

war which raged from 1899 to 1902, and 
this furnishes the raison d’étre of Miss 
Hobhouse’s translation.

We have cited this incident of forming 
psychology, ' because we think a mora 
attaches to it which both the farmers and 
the © Farmers’ sing | might usefully 
lay to heart. nd rst as to 
the party. Writing in these columns some 
weeks ago, we suggested the advisability 
of the Farmers’ Party taking the public into 
their confidence more fully than they have 
yet done. We write as ising to the 
full not only the electoral value of the farming 
vote, but the national value of a well-led and 
efficient ee representatio.. in the new 
Dail. tever “interest the nation may 
afford to neglect, it cannot lect the farnier 
without national: loss, nor g@ltimately, indeed, 
without economic disaster. For good and ill, 
the. days of laisegz faire are long past, and 
the modern State. ‘interferes’ with every- 
thing from ‘land purchase to potato-spraying. 
But if agricultural ‘interests are to be 
adequately represented there are two prin- 
ciples. which it is obvious that they must 
observe: they must be united upon’ a positive, 
practical programme, and it must be a pro- 
gramme which, while attracting to them the 
adherence of the farmers, will not antagonise 
or even alarm the general public, 
A Practical Programme. 
There are, so far, 56 farmers’ candidates 
for a Dail of nearly three times that number. 
If nearly all of these candidates are returned 
they will not constitute a y big enough 
to carry on a Government. ere may be, 
there ought to be; so strong a representati®@n 
of our greatest industry, however, as defi- 
nitely to lead legislation affecting agricultural 
problems into. useful’ channels, infotmed by 
practical knowledge as well by -scientific re- 
search, and to ‘lnoned administration also. 
If that is to occur, the Farmers’ Party—in- 
deed, all farming candidates, however labelled 
—ought to make. their ition clear on 
matters of moment. Are they prepared with 
a practical programme’ Will they support 
or vp the co tive movement. now 
one of the great’ forces in rural Ireland ? 
Will they aim at a strict economy of e di- 
ture, and, in doing so, bring the axe down, 
not on the healthy trees, education, construc- 
tion, housing, but upon all forms of extrava- 
gance and waste’? The answers to these 
questions should draw or lose votes. 
For the farmer himself the moral may be 
briefly put. Hf he wants his industry to 
thrive, he should look ‘for leadership from 
those whose practical knowledge is blended 
with a deeper understanding of modern agri- 
culture than.comes from studying the. local 
conditions of marketing alone. Take the 
problem of a tax on barley. As our readers 
are aware, the whole fiscal problem is the 
subject of a Commission of Inquiry. Not, we 
resume, until they report will the question 
me practical politica; but when it does, 
there will be n of skilled and educated— 
we do not necessarily mean “highbrow ”— 
intelligence to consider it. A Dail of uncon- 
vincible free traders or invincible protec- 
tionists alone might well prove to be the 
nation’s undoing.. What is needed, we sub- 


with it the prosperity of Ireland, is the ty 
of man whose education has made his brain 
flexible enough to sée both sides of a problem, 
and whose roots are d enough in the soil 
to make his mind and character stable. We 
hope the Fafmers’ Party is about to consist 
of such men, and that.the farmers’ votes will 
be cast for them.

In his outspoken despatch on Ellis 
Island Sir Auckland Geddes plainly is 
actuated by an almost equal sympathy with 
the immigrants and with those who must 
apply to them the peculiarly rigorous immi- 
gration laws of the United States. One 
derives the impression that the accommoda- 
tion provided for future citizens of the 
States is both dirty and inadequate, but 
that the arrivals are, with few exceptions, 
equally dirty and far too numerous. The 
impossibility of catering in one way for 
nice-mannered and nice-minded immigrants 
and in another for the offscourings of 
Europe’s slums and ghettos is admitted. 
It is with those who are detained on 
Ellis Island, pending appeal or the 
opening oí a new quota, that the 
British Ambassador's report dealg most 
sympathetically. Here there is no 
excuse for the harsh and unbusinesslike 
regulations of the United States Immigra- 
tion Department or the still more cruel 
and unbusinesslike way in which those 
regulations are enforced. Sir Auckland 
Geddes concludes his report with recom- 
mendations, some of which certainly will 
arouse the anger of the Hearst Press. 
The United States is the richest country 
on earth, and the few hundred thousand 
dollars needed to clean and brighten Ellis 
Island ought not to be grudged. His main 
proposal, however, is that no emigrant 
shall be allowed to leave his own country 
until his admission t the United States 
‘has been assured.
